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Detailed Action 

This is the third Office Action corresponding to amendment filed May 6, 2003. 
The amendment has been entered. After further review, some informalities are foimd, 
therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to xmder 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the electric motor (24) 
of claim 24 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled fi:om the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. The drawings also fail to show carrier (5) comprised of sheet metal 
laminates as described in the specification and recited in claim 16. Any structural detail 
that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in 
the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). For this reason, the propose drawing correction to Fig 
2, filed Feb 19, 2003 is improper since the carrier is not shown to be of laminated 
material. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR l,84(p)(5) because 
they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 31. 

A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification contains references to claim numbers. All references to the claims within 
the description part of the specification must be cancelled. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Interpretation of the Claims 

The examiner considers the magnet to be a positive part of the combination since 
claim 14 recites that the restricting element (14) engages notches (16) of the magnet. 
Since not all magnets have notches, the magnet is then a positive part of the invention. 

The examiner does not consider the electric motor of claim 24 to be a positive part 
of the combination, since no particular elements of the electric motor are recited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. No proper antecedent is found in line 2 for "the middle line". 
The examiner suggests changing it to - - the center line - 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 14, 16, 24 and 27 are allowed. 

Claim 18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hickling (Pat No 5,574,421) shows, at Fig 5, the deformation of 
prongs (36, 37) around and object to secure it.
